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THE  BURNS  NEW  HYBRID  DELPHINIUM 


The  Delphinium  has  of  late  years  come  to  be  one  of 
the  most  popular  of  all  perennials.  I have  admired 
and  loved  this  flower  ever  since  my  advent  into  the 
horticultural  world,  because  it  seemed  to  offer  such 
great  possibilities  in  both  color  and  habit  of  the 
plant.  The  very  dark  purple  shades  did  not  appeal 
to  me.  so  I decided  I would  work  with  only  the 
lighter  colors.  I began  with  crossing  some  of  the 
best  strains  and  found  results  to  be  most  satisfactory 
and  interesting.  After  several  years  of  crossing  and 
selection  I nearly  eliminated  the  darker  shades  and 
noted  a few  plants  showing  perfectly  double  flowers 
with  a tendency  to  be  frilled.  From  these  plants  I be- 
lieve I have  fixed  a new  strain  which  is  very  robust, 
has  excellent  branching  habits  and  is  very  rarely  affect- 
ed with  mildew. 

The  colors  are  indeed  difficult  to  describe.  All  shades 
of  blue  and  lavender  pink  are  included,  forming  a won- 
derful combination  rarely  seen  in  the  floral  world  ex- 
cept in  the  orchid.  In  the  cut  of  the  Burns  Delphin- 
ium shown  in  this  issue,  shows  one  of  the  seed  par- 
ents of  this  strain.  The  outer  row  of  petals  are  light 
blue,  and  the  inner  row  lavender  pink — an  altogether 
ideal  combination.  Florists  are  now  using  Delphin- 
iums. who  never  used  them  before,  because  these  love- 
ly .spikes  can  be  used  in  so  many  rich  color  schemes. 
Gardeners  are  also  taking  new  interest  in  Delphiniums 
because  they  are  offered  something  quite  different 
from  the  old-time,  closely  - packed  rocket  type  with 
small  flowers. 

These  gorgeous  blue  delphiniums  are  the  results  of 
many  years  crossing  and  selections.  Leading  horti- 
culturists proclaim  this  strain  to  be  the  finest  to  date.
